Senate Plans 
Quick Action 
On 5 Pct, Tax 


HARRISBURG 
'UPI* - The 
Senate Republican leadership to­ 
day planned to continue in ses­ 
sion the remainder of the week 
in an attempt to get the House- 
approved 5 per cent sales tax to 
Gov. William W. Scranton before 
next week’s recess of the General 
Assembly. 
Majority Leader James S. Berg­ 
er, R-Potter, predicted after an 
hour long GOP caucus that the 
bills boosting the present sales tax 
by one per cent and the proposed 
two cent hike in the cigarette tax 
would be reported to the floor 
later today by the chamber’s Fi­ 
nance Committee and given first 
reading immediately. 
Barring an unforseen delay, this 
could mean the final Senate vote 
on the tax measures could come 
Friday. 
The leadership was attempting 
to get enough members on deck 
in the 50 member chamber, which 
the GOP dominates by a 27-23 
margin. Some of the senators had 
gone home for the week after 
Tuesday’s session. 
Berger said the Senate would

The House passed the $105 mil­ 
lion bill 110-90 along with a $26 
million measure hiking the ciga­ 
rette levy by two cents per pack. 
The two proposals are the bulk of 
a $143 million package which will 
give Gov. William W. Scranton 
$4 million more than the revenue 
he contends is required to bal­ 
ance his 1963-64 General Fund 
budget. 
lf the Senate passes the 5 per 
cent measure. Pennsylvania will 
have the highest sales tax rate 
of the 37 states imposing the 
levy. The present 4 per cent 
sales tax is co-equal with Wash­ 
ington 
states as the 
nation’s 
highest.

The borough council on 
Monday decided that the police 
should use pre-numbered tickets 
in speed traps so that summonses 
ran be issued on-the-spot. 


Bristol Township’s School Board 
is considering a one per cent 
wage tax to meet rising costs of 
salaries and additional classrooms 
for next year. 


It has been reliably learned that 
the board, which is preparing its 
1963-64 
budget, 
has 
discussed 
such a levy to raise an estimated 
$629,000, of which nearly $20,000 
would go for administrative salary 
increases. 


The nine-member board report­ 
edly is considering the wage tax 
to be enacted Jan. I, 1964, cover­ 
ing the second half of the fiscal 
year. The budget is expected to 
be adopted next month. 


Except Philadelphia 


lf the board creates a wage 
tax it will affect all Bristol Town­ 
ship residents working anywhere 
except Philadelphia. Those work­ 
ing in Philadelphia would be ex­ 
cluded inasmuch as they are al­ 
ready paying Philadelphia’s 14 
per cent wage tax. 


The tax would not be levied on 
persons working in Bristol Town­ 
ship and who live outside the 
township. 
Such a wage tax, to a resident 
making 
$6,000 a 
year, 
would 
amount 
to $60 annually. This 
would be in addition to the ap­ 
proximate $213 already being paid 
in school taxes by the average 
Bristol Township homeowner. The 
school tax is 71 mills. 
Comprehensive Survey 


The idea of levying a wage tax 
was reportedly suggested by the 
educational 
service 
bureau 
of 
Temple University, which is com­ 
pleting a comprehensive survey 
of the operations of the town­ 
ship school district. The survey, 
conducted by Leon Ovsiew, bur­ 
eau director, cost the school dis­ 
trict $12,000. 
The survey reportedly has es­ 


timated that $629,000 would be 
realized through a one per cent 
wage tax, based on the salaries 
of those persons working outside 
of Philadelphia. 


lf such a wage tax is enacted 


by the board, it would not affect 
seven school directors. R. Phile­

Committee would be expanded to 
include economic issues previous­ 
ly discussed only under contract 
re-openers.

We have a full go for you, 
Gordo.” 
One of Cooper’s earliest planned 
experiments was to turn on a 
small television camera 14 min­ 
utes after liftoff - possibly to 
broadcast photographs of himself 
back to earth. 
During the early minutes of the 
flight. Cooper’s other main tasks 
included monitoring the myriad 
switches, dials and meters on the 
instrument panel over his head 
These gave him information on 
fuel supply, oxygen status, and 
various medical data. 
Faith Ts ground track ranged 
from about 2,275 miles south of 
the equator to 2,275 miles north. 
If Cooper goes the full 22 orbits, 
he will pass over more than IOO 
countries and possessions. For the 
first time an American astronaut 
will fly over Communist territory.

The escape tower was jettisoned 
on schedule at two minutes, 56 
seconds after liftoff. At that pointy 
the astronaut was well on his' 
way. He reported that his oxygen 
fuel and cabin pressure were 
okay and that brilliant sun was 
coming through his window. 
At two minutes after liftoff, the 
booster engine dropped away on 
schedule at an altitude of about 
40 miles. The rocket, picking up 
speed, was travelling at 7,000 
miles an hour at that point and 
straight on course.
